Don't be in oa hurry to 
change the arch of your brows. 

First. pluck the hairs that 
stvay out of line. pulling them 
in the direction in which they 
srow.

If your 
brows are dark you needn’t wor- 
ry any further about them. If 
they are too light use a harm- 
less eyebrow pencil or mascara 
to darken them, but watch out 
for dyes. 

Some of the better beauty 
shops are dying brows and lashes 
safely, but so many women have 
been neerly blinded recently 
from using commercial lash ayes 
that I would advise you to avoid 
them altogether. Even mascara 
must be apphed with a steady 
hand or your eyes iay become 
slightly irritated. 

Avply the lash color much 
heavier on the lashes ai the out- 
er corners of the eyes since it 
is those lashes that show when 
one looks directly at you. For 
@vening wear try one of the very 
Gark green or dark blue mas- 
earas for your lashes. Instead 
of looking unnatural, they are 
positively enchanting. Use «a 
delicate shade of blue, green or 
bronzy eye shadow with the col- 
ored lash darkener. 

When you put on your eve 
shadow sweep) your finger wp- 
ward at the outer corners of youu 
eyes. The only case where this 
rule doesn’t apply is where the 
eyes are very small and far 
apart. Then the shidow ean be 
more toward the middle or even 
toward the inside corners of your 
eves. Mix your shadow with a 
hittle cream. before you apply .t 
and it will have a higher closs. 

Try the trick, too, of drawing 
your eyebrow penci! lightly up- 
ward from the outer corners of 
your eyes. It gives you a youth- 
ful, daring, loveable expression.

should be avoided, however, since 


they are aging. 

When you apply your rouge 
blend it. smoothly over your 
cheek bones and well—though 
lightly—into the area under the 
eyes.

You cannot’) change heumin 
nature, but fortunatelv parents 
arc able to mold character in a 
Cilld by training.

Before intelligent handling 
is possivie, however, the parent 
must know his own child. Also 
he must be cognizant of certain 
peculiarities that his child has in 
common with all other children 
Ai! children, for one thing, have 
“4 urge for self-express' on. This 
means that all child:cn need 
fieedom. 

The question now arises, how 
cun We give our children free- 
Gcm and at the same time dis- 
Cipline them. The answer is, I 
teheve, in taking a tolerant at- 
titude to their first mistakes. An 
exception to this rule must be 
tdgade, however, when a child's 
saiety is threatened. Such a first 
nustake calls for immediate dis- 
c.plinary action on the part of 
the parent. He must show the 
child that he means business. 

A Sane Progran. 

In most cases, first. mistakes 
should be ignored, as nearly all 
of a child's actions are experi- 
mental or accidental. He knows 
how to behave only in familiar 
S‘tuations. It is easy; he simply 
Coes as he did before. But there 
is no telling how he may react 
fo a new set of circumstances. 
and we should be prepared for 
the worst at all times. Second 
offences. on the other hand. are 
punishable, because it isn't likely 
that they are accidents. But 
there is ae oped no excuse for 
Punishment when il isn’t nec- 
essary.
